Aid sending harvest to rural pantries 




‘X’ ratings 
for records?

While some conservatives criti- 
cize Amy Grant for not mention- 
ing Jesus enough in her lyrics, 
others find her songs refreshing 
compared with other rock music. 

Among her fans is Susan Baker, 
wife of Treasury Secretary 
James Baker and a leader of the 
movement to establish a ratings 
system for rock. 

Baker helped start the Washing- 
ton-based Parents' Music 
Resource Center, which seeks to 
warn parents about suggestive 
lyrics of artists like Prince, 
Sheena Easton and Motley Crue. 

“Amy’s quite the antithesis of 
Motley Crue.” says Baker, mother 
of eight. “She talks about love in her 
song Find a Way. She’s saying. 
‘Our God will pull us through 
any difficult situation.’ Her lyr- 
ics are very positive for kids.” 

The Resource Center wants re- 
cords rated the way movies are. 
They’d also like lyrics printed on 
backs of albums, and sexually sug- 
gestive album jackets covered. 




In response, the National Associ- 
ation of Broadcasters already has 
asked record companies to include 
lyric sheets when mailing albums 
to radio stations. The National 
PTA is asking for disclaimers on 
record albums to warn parents of 
offensive language. 

“We don’t want to be seen as 
record-burning zealots and we’re 
not challenging artists’ right to 
write what they want.” says 
Baker. “We’re taking the position 
that rock has overstepped the 
bounds of decency.” 

Some lyrics, she says, “rein- 
force the wrong kinds of values.” 
Recently, the Senate Com- 
merce Committee decided to 
investigate the issue by holding 
hearings on the group’s proposal. 

Among those who testified was 
musician Frank Zappa, who called 
the proposal to put warning labels 
on records “an ill-conceived piece 
of nonsense.” Added John Denver: 
“I’m opposed to any kind of rating 
system, voluntary or otherwise.” 
For her part, Grant encourages 
ratings on some albums: “People 
(who buy records) don’t have the 
time or involvement to see what’s 
said and they would appreciate it. 

“I don’t want my 8-year-old 
nephew listening to anything 
that would trash up his head.” □

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Tragedy 
in the Sky 



On January 28, 1986, just 73 
seconds after its perfect 
launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Florida’s Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter, the space shuttle Chal- 
lenger exploded into a ball of 
fire, killing all seven crew 
members aboard. 

The Challenger carried seven 
crewmembers on its ill-fated 
mission, including Concord, 
New Hampshire high school 
teacher Christa McAuliffe, who 
was to become our nation’s 
first civilian astronaut. Her 
crewmates were: Space craft 
Commander Dick Scobee, a 
veteran of one other shuttle 
mission; rookie Mission Pilot 
Mike Smith; Mission Specialists 
Ellison Onizuka, a veteran of 
the first totally secret mission 
of the shuttle; Judy Resnik, 
who flew on the Discovery 
mission to retrieve two broken 
satellites; Ronald McNair and 
Gregory Jarvis, who were both 
making return trips into space. 

The explosion occurred at 
just past 1 minute into the 
flight, when the Challenger 
was under the greatest aero- 
dynamic pressure. The three 
main engines were "throttled 
down" to 65% of their rated 
capability to prevent the 
shuttle from shaking itself 
apart. The capsule communi- 
cator at Houston Control 
called up to Challenger, "Chal- 
lenger, go at throttle-up,” 
which meant that all was clear 
to throttle the main engines 



back up to 104% of rated 
thrust, or full throttle. 

Pilot Michael Smith issued 
the last transmission from 
STS-51L, "Roger. Go at throttle- 
up." 

Within the next three 
seconds, the Challenger was 
engulfed in an enormous ball 
of fire, spreading from the 
base of the shuttle's external 
tank, engulfing the space- 
craft. On the ground, NASA 
Public Affairs Officer Stephen 
Nesbitt reported the latest 
data from Challenger, unaware 
that the spacecraft did not 
exist any longer. 

"1 minute, 15 seconds. Veloc- 
ity 2,900 feet per second 
(1,977 mph). Altitude nine 
nautical miles, downrange dis- 
tance seven nautical miles." 
Then came a 40-second pause, 
after which Nesbitt made a 
statement that NBC News 
anchor Tom Brokaw called 
"the understatement of the 
year.” Nesbitt said, "We 
obviously have a major mal- 
function." To millions watch- 
ing around the nation, the 
statement was too late. They 
had seen the evidence. Chal- 
lenger would not be coming 
home. 

The solid rocket boosters 
attached to Challenger were 
blown away by the force of 
the blast, and Air Force range 
safety officers destroyed 
them by radio when it became 
apparent they were headed 



for populated areas. Debris 
from the shuttle fell from the 
skies for the next hour. Rescue 
teams were dropped, in the 
hope that somehow, the crew 
would survive. Their search 
was in vain. However, the 
Coast Guard had recovered 
many pieces of Challenger, 
including: parts of the wings, 
fuselage, and tail sections, a 
helmet believed to belong to 
one of the astronauts, pieces 
of a booster rocket for the 
Tracking and Data Relay Sys- 
tem Satellite (TDRSS-B), that 
Challenger was to have 
deployed, parts of the solid 
rockets, and the top of the 
orange external tank. 

A presidential commission 
investigating the tragedy 
that had been pushing, prod- 
ding, and questioning for the 
month after the accident 
began to uncover the answer 
to one big question-Why? 

The commission, headed by 
former Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Rogers, had found a very 
serious problem with NASA’s 
chain-of-command. The impli- 
cation of these findings were 
very serious. The astronauts 
didn’t have to die. STS-51L 
should never have launched. 

The solid rockets are divided 
into sections, like partitions. 
Each of the segments is sealed 
with a pair of rubber "O-rings, ’’ 
putty-like sealants. They run 
the whole distance around the 
SRB, and keep the hot engine 
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exhaust from escaping. 

In January 1985, the SRB’s on 
the shuttle Discovery were 
eroded almost clear through 
because of failures in the seals 
due to 53 degree tempera- 
tures, the coldest launch ever. 
The mercury on January 28 
read 29 degrees. NASA rocket- 
safety expert Hank Shuey 
said, "If those rings leak for 
one second, the rocket burns." 

If the O-rings do not seal 
properly, the 6,000 degree 
heat from the SRB engine 
burns through the rocket’s 
skin, and the external tank. 
According to NASA data, the 
lower struts connection 
between the right SRB and the 
external tank was burned 
away, allowing the exhaust to 
penetrate the external tank 
and ignite the catastrophe. 

To illustrate this theory, 
commission member Richard 
Feynman, a Nobel-Prize win- 
ning physicist, took a sample 
O-ring and placed it into the 
cup of ice water at his desk. 
The water’s temperature was 
32 degrees Farenheit. After 
the immersion, the sample 
ring lost much of its elasticity. 
The temperature of 29 and 
below would cause the rings 
to lose even more resiliency. 

The top brass at NASA was in 
for a big shakeout as a result 
of the accident. NASA Admin- 
istrator James Beggs, who was 
under indictment on charges 
of fraud against General 



Dynamics, resigned in early 
March. In line to replace him 
were Frank Borman, former 
Apollo astronaut, Air Force 
undersecretary Edward 
Aldridge, and Strategic 
Defense Initiative director 
General James Abrahamson. 
Shuttle boss Jesse Moore left 
office ahead of schedule to 
take his new post as head of 
the Johnson Space Center. 
Rear Admiral Richard Truly, a 
former Shuttle commander 
and astronaut, took Moore's 
place, and headed the probe 
into the accident. 

The first warning against 
launch of STS-51L came from 
budget analyst Richard Cook, 
in a memo he wrote in July of 
1985, stating the "failure of 
the O-ring could prove catas- 
trophic.” Other warning sig- 
nals were raised from SRB 
builder Morton Thiokol, which 
were overruled by Thiokol 
executives, and shuttle 
builder Rockwell International. 

Politics seemed to have 
pushed NASA to overlook some 
of its safety standards to 
meet the accelerated launch 
schedule. Until the shuttle 
disaster, launches were sche- 
duled at a rate of one every 
month. Two of the summer 
flights were cancelled due to 
the disaster, and the rest of 
1986’s flights were in doubt, 
as NASA struggled to get off 
the defensive and repair its 
wounded image. 




New information suggested 
that Challenger was doomed 
from liftoff. New NASA photo- 
graphs showed an ominous 
puff of black smoke near the 
point where the leak was 
believed to have originated. 
Until the results of the com- 
mission are announced, some- 
time later this year, no more 
shuttles will fly. If the shuttle 
needs a substantial redesign, 
there may be a hiatus of more 
than two years before another 
shuttle departs Cape Kennedy, 
Florida. The most shocking 
revelation is this: the astro- 
nauts have died. Human error 
and pressure forced NASA to 
do something it did not like 
and it paid the ultimate price, 
-written by Robert Nielsen
